to Whitney Coombs, agricultural 
economist, in a report of a study 
of tax ation on farm 
property 
just published by the Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics, United 
States Department of Agricul­ 
ture. 
The report contains an analy - j 
sis of the kinds of tax es paid by 
farmers, of trends in farm tax a­ 
tion, of tax es and agricultural 
income from various ty pes of 
farm tenure, o f farm assessm ents 
and farm values, and of the in- 
j 
cidence 
and 
effects 
of 
farm I 
tax es. Mr. Coombs believes that j 
the period of rapid rise of farm 
tax es has passed and that any 
increase in the immediate future 
will be at a less rapid rate. 
He 
say s: 
-The rate of increase of state 
and local tax es will be less than 
it has been, but no general re­ 
duction in farm tax es is likely 
to come from a decrease in tota l! 
ex penditures. It may come eith ­ 
er through new m ethods of fi­ 
nancing 
certain 
governmental 
ex penditures, such as more stale 
support 
for 
the 
schools, 
or 
through the introduction of new 
sources of local revenues to sup­ 
plement 
the 
general 
property 
tax .” 
Mr. Coombs say s that tax es 
are taking about 30 per cent of 
the net rent of farm real estate, 
and that an ex am ination of the 
results of studies of the returns 
on farm property and on the 
owners’ m anagerial abilities in­ 
dicates that, on farms operated 
by their owners, tax es in the past 
six y ears have amounted to from 
18 £ to 31 per cent of such re­ 
turns. 
In 19 24 tax es were re­ 
ported to have taken on the av­ 
erage 
per cent of the value oi 
the farm real estate of the coun­ 
try . The slig ht increase in farm 
tax ation since that y ear and the 
decline in the value of farm real 
estate 
had, 
by 
19 27, 
in 
Mr. 
Coombs’ opinion, probably in- 
ci eased this to 1*, per cent of the 
value of farm property . 
Discussing 
various 
proposed 
ty pes of tax reform, Mr. Coombs 
believes that -im provem ent in 
the adm inistration of local farm 
tax es must be centered around 
the problem of assessm ent, be­ 
cause it has been found that 
faulty assessm ent is the cause 
of much of the inequality of 
tgj^cs among farmers. In many 
states the assessing districts are 
too small to provide full-tim e 
work for trained employ es. 
lr 
most rural sections a county as­ 
sessor will be more satisfactory 
than a township assessor, and i. 
is possible that in many place? 
it m ig ht be desirable for two 
counties to agree to employ one 
assessor to do the work in both 
jurisdictions. 
‘ Increased supervision of as- 
j sessm ent methods and results by 
state authorities will aid in es­ 
tablishing uniformity . At pres­ 
ent, fifteen states give to state 
supervisory officials, usually to 
the state tax commission, the 
power to make reassessm ents on 
their own motion and by their 


own ag ents. 
Ten other states | 
give to supervisory officials the 
j 
power to order reassessm ents. > 
Such 
powers, althoug h neces­ 
sary , are rarely used. 
“A state supervising body can 
do most to improve 
assessments 
by carry ing on research activi­

AN OLD FABLE — WITH A MODERN MORAL ! 


JUST AVERAGE FOLKS. 
The world’s work is carried on by av erage 
folks. Occasionally we hav e a Bu rns, a Shakes­ 
peare, a Caesar, or a Napoleon, bu t they are rare. 
The ou tpu t of hu manity is, on the whole, only 
fair; fair sermons, fair poems, fair crops raised, 
fair bu siness and professional accomplishments. 
This is becau se most people are not willing to 
pu t forth the u tmost effort. 
They are content 
with the av erage. 
Not “somewhat better,” bu t 
“that will su ffice.” Instead of most of u s giv ing 
all we can of self, we try to figu re ou t what the 
smallest amou nt is that will answer. 
The av erage in people is seen in two things — 
inheritance and attainments. 
Some people are 
blessed with abou t 100 percent nativ e ability and 
their attainments are 5 0 percent of what they 
shou ld be. Sometimes there are those who rank 
abou t 5 0 percent in endowments, bu t their re­ 
tu rns are 100 percent. 
Others are blessed with 
abou t 5 0 percent of what we like to call “geniu s” 
and their attainments are abou t in that ratio. 
Now the trou ble with ou r world is that most of 
its people are in the third class when they cou ld 
ju st as well be in the second class mentioned. A 
mediocre kind of work is being accomplished, 
when it shou ld be first class. The reason for this 
is that those of limited endowments claim ex ­ 
emptions from responsibility . 
That principle is 
not only wrong, bu t it is perilou s. 
Refu se to u se y ou r right arm for a few weeks, 
and y ou will find it hard to u se. Fail to ex ercise 
it for a few months, and y ou lose the u se of it. 
That atrophy of disu se is manifested in ou r heav ­ 
en-born gifts. 
The less we do, the less do we 
want to do. Disinclination to serv e arises from 
moral atrophy . It is the resu lt of failing to ex er­ 
cise the gifts we do hav e. 
The person most highly blessed is not he writh 
many endowments, bu t it is he who u ses what he 
does hav e. The first may be spectacu lar, bu t the 
latter is far more u sefu l. 
When a person makes a su ccess in life, and 
towers abov e his fellows, he is accomplishing no 
be su ccessfu l. 
If nine persons ou t of ten fail, 
more than lie ou ght to. Ev ery person ou ght to 
they shou ld be blamed for it, bu t the tenth one 
deserv es no honorable mention. 
He is simply , 
doing his du ty , while the others did not. 
An av erage person who fix es his ey e on an av er­ 
age standard will do av erage work — which is 
far below the standard that shou ld be main­ 
tained. Abou t 90 percent of the world’s woe is 


attribu ted to second-rate methods in the hands 
of one whose creed is “I’m as good as the av er­ 
age.” He is right, and that is the reason he is 
pot farther along in the world. 
The av erage person is needed for the reason 
that there are preciou s few of those abov e the 
av erage. Bu t the second need is the greater. 


CREATES RESPONSIBILITY. 
The opinion grows that higher demands shou ld 
be made u pon grou ps than are made on indiv id­ 
u als; that when men and women liv e together 
in commu nities, they shou ld ju stify their ex ­ 
istence by worthy accomplishments. 
The principle which makes higher demands of 
grou ps than of indiv idu als is recognized in ou r 
laws against conspiracy . Frequ ently indiv idu als 
can do that which collectiv e bodies may not do. 
Any indiv idu al may fritter away his time abou t 
as he pleases, bu t it is the popu lar v erdict that 
when people spend their liv es together, their 
time here on earth is wasted if they do not make 
an effort to improv e conditions and prepare the 
coming generation for u sefu l citizenship. 
There is ju stice in this v erdict, for any com­ 
mu nity that does not grow and improv e will 
ev entu ally waste away and the people wno are 
at the helm now, the citizens whose opinions are 
respected and whose leadership will be followed, 
shou ld feel that they hav e a v ery grav e responsi­ 
bility . .

Multiple hitch work has been 


outlined for Tippecanoe county 
as a part of the farm manage- 
ment program. It has been 
found through study of farm 
records that labor efficiency haf 
been one of- the major weak- 
nesses to farm management, anci 
that more horsepower per men 
is essential to high labor effi- 
ciency. Those men who were 
plowing with five-horse teams 
or larger teams have thirty per 
cent more crop acres per man 
than those using smaller teams. 
The labor efficiency is 26 per 
cent greater on the large team 
farms than on the small team 
farms.

Two swine sanitation pro- 


grams were held recently in dif-. 
ferent sections of Bartholomew 
county under the direction of 
the county agent with the aid ol 
local veterinarians. Swine sani- 
tation problems were discussed 
and control measures explained. 
At each meeting an unthrifty p'^ 
was posted by a veterinarian and 
Its condition discussed. The ob- 
ject of these meetings was to ex- 
plain sanitary control of un- 
thriftiness hi swine and to dem- 
onstrate how post mortems of 
unthrifty pigs in a herd may 
show general conditions hi a 
herd. 


A large number of farmers hi 


Lawrence county live on small 
farms and work in quarries or 
mills. A partial survey and per- 


sonal observations led to the 
conclusion that there is a need 
for more fresh vegetables in the 
diet of these men and that the 
best way to give the men this 
diet is to induce more people to 
garden and to improve the vege- 
table growing of those who do 
garden. A series of .seven meet- 
ings was held and two talks 
were made before schools, at 
which the importance of plant- 
ing and varieties as well as the 
importance of vegetables in the 
diet was discussed. More than 
400 families were reached at 
these meetings and provided 
with/information.

U.S. Economist Finds in Sdreey 


Direct taxes paid by farmers 


now amount to more than nine 
hundred million dollars annual- 
ly, of which approximately. 84 
per cent is paid through—the 
general 'property" tax, according 
to Whitney Coombs, agricultural 
economist, in a report of a study 
of 'taxation on farm property 
just published by the Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics, United 
States Department of" Agricul- 
ture. 


The report contains-an analy- 


sis of the kinds of taxes paid by 
farmers, of trends in farm taxa- 
tion, of 'taxes and agricultural 
income from various types of 
farm tenure, of farm assessments 
and farm values, and of the in- 
cidence and 
effects of farm 


taxes. Mr. Coombs believes" that 
the period of rapid rise of farm, 
taxes has passed and that any 
increase in- the immediate future 
will be at a less rapid rate. He 
says: 


"The rate of increase of state 


and^local taxes will be less than 
it has been, but no'-general re- 
duction in ^farm taxes is likely 
to come from a-decrease 'in total 
expenditures. It may come eith- 
er through new .methods of fi- 
nancing certain - governmental 
expenditures, such as more staie 
support for the 
schools, or 


through the introduction of new 
sources of local revenues to sup- 
plement the general property 
tax." 


'Mr. Coombs says that taxes') 


are taking about 3<T per cent of 
the net rent .of farm real estate, 
and that an examination of the 
results of studies of the returns 
on farm property and on the 
owners' managerial < abilities in- 
dicates that, on farms operated 
by their owners, taxes hi the past 
six years have amounted to from 
18£ to 31 per cent of such re- 
turns. In 1924 taxes were re- 
ported to have taken on the av- 
erage li per cent of the value 01 
the farm real estate of the coun- 
try. The slight increase hi farm 
taxation since that^year and the 
decline in the value of farm real 
estate had, by 19.27, in Mr. 
Coombs' opinion, probably in- 
ci eased this to H per cent of the 
value of farm property. 


Discussing various proposed 


types of tax reform, Mr. Coombs 
believes that -improvement in 
the administration of local farn: 
taxes must be centered around 
the problem of assessment, be- 
cause it has been found that 
faulty assessment is the cause 
of much of the Inequality of 


oym agents/ Ten other states 
giv,e to supervisory'officials the 
power "--to order reassessments. 
Such powers, although, .neces- 
'sa'ry/are rarely "used.,;-' 
"* 


*A *sta:t£ supervising body can 


do most' to improve assessments 
byccarryihg on ^research activi- 
ties that are impossible and 
would be uneconomical in the 
local assessment districts, by act- 
ing-as,a court of appeal.for in- 
dividual and gr'pup assessments, 
and by adjusting or equalizing 
assessments among the various 
taxing jurisdictions. Studies of 
the-results of past; assessments, 
by comparing sales and assessed 
valuations, and of methods by 
which equality of assessment 
may be attained are a'mong the 
useful activities to be carried oil 
by the state commissions.^ The 
results of such research can be 
utilized by the local assessors to, 
reduce the inequalities of farm 
taxation.".

JUST AVERAGE FOLKS. 


"The world's work is carried on by average 


'tfolks. Occasionally we have a Burns, a. Shakes- 
peare, & Caesar, or a Napoleon, but they are rare. 
"The output''Of humanity' is, on the whole, only 
fair; fair sermons, fair poeftis, fair crops raised, 
fair business and professional accomplishments. 


"This is because most people are not willing to 


put forth the utmost effort. They are content 
wjth the average. Not "somewhat better," but 
"that will suffice." Instead of most of us giving 
all we can of self, we try to figure out what the 
smallest amount is that will answer. 


'The average in people is seen in two things — 


inheritance and attainments. Some people are 
Messed with about 100 percent native ability and 
their attainments are 50 percent of what they 
'should be. Sometimes there are those who rank 
about SO percent in endowments, but their re- 
turns are 100 percent. Others are blessed with 
about 50 percent of what.We like to call "genius" 
and their attainments are about in that ratio. 


Now the trouble with our world is that most of 


Its people are in the third class when they could 
just as well be in the second class mentioned. A 
mediocre kind of work is being accomplished, 
when it should b'e first class. The reason for this 
is that those of limited endowments claim ex- 
emptions from .responsibility. That principle is 
not only wrong, but it is perilous. 


Refuse to use your right arm for a few weeks, 


and you will find it hard to use. Fail to exercise 
it for a few months, and you lose the use of it. 
That atrophy of disuse is manifested in our heav- 
en-born gifts. The less we do, the less do we 
want to do. Disinclination to serve arises from 
moral atrophy. It is the result of failing to exer- 
cise the gifts we do have. 


'The person most highly blessed is not he with 


many endowments, but it is he who uses what he 
•does have. The first may be spectacular, but the 
latter is far more useful. 


"When a person makes a success in life, and 


towers above his fellows, he is accomplishing no 
be successful. If nine persons out of ten fail, 
more than he ought to. Every person ought to 
they should be blamed for it, but the tenth one 
.deserves no honorable mention. He is simply, 
doing his duty, while the others did not. 


An average person who fixes his eye on an aver- 


age standard will do average work — which is 
far below the standard that should be main- 
tained. About 90 percent of the world's woe is 


attributed tov second-rate methods in the hands 
of one whose'creed is^ "I'm as good as the aver- 
age." He is right, and that is the reason he is 
not farther along in the world. . 


The average person is needed for the reason 


that there are precious few of those above the 
average. But the second need^is the greater.. 


CREATES RESPONSIBILITY^ 


The opinion grows that higher demands should 


be made upon groups than are made on individ- 
uals; that when men and women live together 
in communities, they should justify their ex- 
istence by worthy accomplishments. 


The principle which makes higher demands of 


groups than of individuals is recognized in our 
laws against conspiracy. Frequently individuals 
can do that which collective bodies'may not do. 


Any individual may fritter away his time about 


as he pleases, buf it is the popular verdict that 
when people spend their lives together, their 
time here on earth is wasted if they do not make 
an effort to improve conditions and prepare the 
coming generation for useful citizenship. 


There is justice in this verdict, for any com- 


munity that does not grow and improve will 
eventually waste away and the people who are 
at the helm now, the citizens whose opinions are 
respected and whose leadership will be followed, 
should feel that they have a very grave responsi- 
bility. .

New York—(A1)—-In dry sea- 


sons, the farmer's prayer for rain

year. The increased output, of 
electricity by fuel-burning pow- 
er plants was 18 per cent, result- 
ing from two factors: the low 
rainfall and the increased use of 
electricity.
